I  have  simply  endeavored  to  collect  and 
preserve  a  record  of  one  of  the  very  old  Xew  England  families,  a 
family  whose  history  in  this  country  extends  over  a  period  of  two 
hundred  and  seventy-frve  years  and  whose  members  during  this  long 
period  have  from  one  generation  to  another  pro\ed  themselves 
worthy,  able  and  patriotic  citizens,  filling  position c  of  trusi  and 
honor  in  professional,  political  and  military  capacities  and  wiiose 
descendents  may  look  back  over  their  record  v/ith  feelings  of  pride 
and  emulation.

He  went  south  when  a  young  man  and  was  in  business  in  sev- 
eral towns  in  Alabania.  finally  locating  in  ]\Iobile.  and  was  a  member 
of  the  firm  of  Strickland  and  Co.,  booksellers  and  stationers,  when 
in  1S56  they  were  charged  with  selling  anti-slavery  books  and  were 
driven  from  the  city  and  their  store  mobbed.  The  occasion  of  the 
outrage  upon  them  was  having  in  their  stock  a  copy  of  Fred  Doug- 
las' book,  "Bondage  and  Freedom."  Tl:e  whole  alTair  was  one  of 
the  wretched  fruits  of  slavery.  ]\Ir,  Upson  removed  to  ^Milwaukee, 
Wisconsin,  in  1857,  where  v.-ith  his  partner.  William  Strickland, 
llicy  continued  their  book  and  stationery  business.  ]Mr.  Upson  was 
a  man  of  fine  character  and  genial  kindly  personality,  an  elder  of 
the  Calvary  Presb\terian  church  of  Milwaukee,  respected  and  es- 
teemed by  all  wdio  knev/  him.  He  died  Xov.  6,  1890,  at  the  home 
of  his  son,  Edwin  M,  Upson,  at  Cummings,  North  Dakota.  He  was 
buried  at  Milwaukee.

He  attended  the  common  school  and  the  Academy  in  his  native 
town  of  Southington.  He  then  taught  for  seven  winters  during 
two  of  which  and  aho  one  summer  he  was  in  charge  of  the  Union 
School  in  Farmington,  Conn.  In  the  spring  of  1844  he  began  tlic 
study  of  law  under  Judge  Lowry  of  Southington.  In  the  following 
fall  he  entered  Yale  College  law  school,  contin.uing  there  one  vea:-. 


In  the  fall  of  1S45  he  wont  to  Micliigan  and  taught  school  in  the 
village  of  Constantino.  St.  Josepii  County.  The  following  winter 
having  continued  his  law  studies  in  the  summer  of  1S46,  he  went  to 
the  village  of  Centreville  and  entered  the  law  office  of  Gurney  and 
Hammond.  He  taught  the  village  school  the  next  winter.  In  Jan., 
1847,  he  was  appointed  deputy  clerk  of  St.  Joseph  County.  The 
following  spring,  after  an  examination  before  the  Supreme  Court  at 
Kalamazoo,  he  was  admitted  to  the  bar.  He  was  elected  county 
clerk  in  1848  and  served  two  years.  In  1S52  he  was  elected  prose- 
cuting attorney  and  held  that  office  until  Nov.,  1854,  when  he  was 
elected  State  .Senator.  In  the  summer  of  1856  he  removed  to  Cold- 
water  for  the  practice  of  his  profession.  In  1S57  he  was  appointed 
one  of  the  Board  of  R.  R.  Commissioners,  serving  four  years.  In 
i860  he  was  elected  x-\ttorney  General  of  the  state.  In  1862  he  was 
elected  Representative  to  Congress  and  was  reelected  in  1864  and 
1866.  In  1869  he  was  elected  Judge  of  the  15th  Circuit  Court,  which 
oftke  he  held  until  his  resignation  Dec.  31,  1872.  In  1871  he  was 
appointed  by  Gov.  Baldwin  one  of  two  commissioners  to  examine  the 
compilation  of  the  laws  made  that  year.  In  1873  he  was  appointed 
by  Gov.  Bagley  one  of  the  eighteen  commissioners  to  revise  the  state 
constitution  and  report  amendments  thereto.  In  1876  he  was  ten- 
dered the  position  of  Commissioner  of  Indian  affairs  by  the  late 
Senator  Zach  Chandler,  then  Secretary  of  the  Interior,  but  declined 
the  office.  In  every  position  of  public  trust  Judge  Upson  maintained 
the  reputation  of  an  able  and  incorruptable  man.  He  died  at  Cold- 
water,  Mich.,  Sept.,  1885.

Like  all  of  his  family,  he  was  fond  of  reading  and  study  and 
found  his  native  tov/n  too  narrow  for  his  sphere.     When  20  year^ 


of  age  he  went  to  Jackson.  Miss.,  with  his  brother.  James,  and  with 
him  engaged  in  the  tinning  and  stove  business.  At  this  time  the 
question  of  annexing  Te.xas  was  prominent  before  the  country,  par- 
ticularly in  the  south.  When  war  was  declared  against  Mexico  Mr. 
Upson  enlisted  in  a  company  that  belonged  to  the  celebrated  Jeff 
Davis  regiment  and  served  in  this  regiment  during  the  war.  Re- 
turning to  Jackson  he  resumed  his  business  and  continued  licre 
until  1S50,  when  he  went  to  Xew  Orleans  and  joined  the  Lopez  ex- 
pedition against  Cuba.  Landing  upon  the  island,  Gen.  Lopez  found 
he  had  been  too  sanguine  of  Cuban  help  and  so  reembarked.  reacn- 
ing  Key  West  just  in  time  to  escape  the  Spanish  war  steamer  on 
his  track.  After  this  he  returned  to  .Southington.  Conn.,  his  birth- 
place. In  1857  he  went  to  Kansas,  where  he  remained  two  years. 
In  iS:jO  he  was  clerk  of  the  Interior  Department,  Washington.  In 
1864  he  was  appointed  Indian  Agent  in  Idaho  and  while  there  v.as 
nominated  for  Delegate  to  Congress  and  defeated.  He  died  in
